IN PERSPECTIVE 


Ky WTIJJA.M 0 , DOBLKU 
In its Uitcst issu e, Newsweek magazine carries an cx- 
lensive article on “ The Trou bled American.’' The article 
rs an analysis of the mlddle-class citizen of the nation 
and how he feels abou t the bmes in which he lives. 
Typical, perhaps, is the following paragraph: “ People 
seemed almost pathetically eager to talk, as if nobody had 
ever asked before, and almost u niversally they were in 
a fretfu l, fearfu l, disqu ieted mood. What people seem to 
want above all else is order: they v\ant everybody to ju st 
qu iet down and qu it threatening to destroy what they have 
worked so hard to bu ild and preserve. 
“ They are ho stile to ward po o r and rich alike 
• to ward 
the po o r fo r being o n welfare, to ward the rich fo r no t 
pay ing tax es — and they are increasing ly cy nical abo ut 
po liticians . . 
★ 
The mood fits in many ways the mood of the national 
administration in Washington as described in Lincoln by 
colu mnist Rowland FA'ans. Kvans expressed the opinion that, 
except for Vietnam, the Xixon administration has not yet 
zeroed in on a specific cou rse of action. 
It is an administration that is treading softly in the 
many areas of ou r domestic life that are trou bling people 
today. Beyond this, mu ch of what is trou bling people is 
not entirely a matter of government. 
Peo ple are wo rried abo ut the racial mailer, inflatio n, 
ix lucatio n. Vietnam, campus unrest, hippie,s, crime and a 
ho st o f o ther thing s. They questio n the so -called new mo rali­ 
ty , the breakdo wn o f autho rity and the ro le o f the church 
in the affairs o f so ciety . 
In total, they seem to feel a great u ncerta-inty over 
the fu tu re and a great fru stration with the nation’s inability 
to solve its problems. Bu t it was also pointed ou t in the 
Newsweek article that the American people still want to 
help the poor and u nderprivileged to have a better way 
of life. 
★ 
Not many really preju diced citizens were fou nd bu t 
qu ite a few who, in generalities, saw threats to their own 
way of life. They saw minority grou ps and the poor as 
a bu rden which they viewed as sometimes u nfair and some­ 
times u nju stified. 
We wonder if the mood of the nation today is any 
different in reality than it has often been in the past. 
You can look back to ju st abou t any period in history 
and find middle-class America distu rbed abou t something. 
Moral standards have been explored and condemned 
for as long as this writer can remember, certainly far 
beyond the past year or two. The "generation gap" may 
be a new term bu t it means the same old thing — the 
inability of older and you nger people to carry on effective 
commu nication. 
Financial insecurity and hard wo rk are the ro o t o f 
many present anx ieties and it has alway s been this way . 
.Mo st o f us to day had parents who m we can remember 
as hav ing wo rked lo ng and hard to pro v ide us with the 
necessities, o f life. 
★ 
If things are different today, it mu st be in the natu re 
of their severity. The you ng, the poor, the disadvantaged, 
the very rich and others not a part of the vast middle 
class of .America are no longer ignored nor do most of 
them intend to be ignored. 
.And if this great middle class of Americans is more 
(¿sgru ntled and fru strated than ever before, what will be 
ibe consequ ences? Perhaps we see it already in a swing 
in some parts of the cou ntry to political conservatism. 
If the middle-class uprising ev er co mes, as so me think 
ft will, it will likely co me at the ballo t bo x in an o utpo uring 
fo r law and o rder, fo r less g o v ernment and fo r fewer in- 
tfrnatio nal co mmitments. 
- 
Bu t if it does so happen, the pendu lu m will very likely 
.« à^ing within time in the other direction and the challenge 
io innovate and move ahead will prevail. In any 
ev ent, 
the mood of the American people may be hardening and 
fprming already the seeds of tomorrow’s social, political 
and economic developments.

Oil Depletion Loophole 


The oil depletion allowance, 
w h i c h 
allows the oil indu stry to escajie taxation 
of a su bstantial portion of its profits, has 
been the biggest target of tax reformers 
becau se it displays the grossest inequ ities 
in the federal tax system. 
Testifying before the Senate Finance 
Committee, which is now debating the 
Hou se-passed reform bill which calls for 
a redu ction in the depletion allowance from 
27.5'T 
to 20^6, Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., in very simple langu age made clear 
the case for narrowing the loophole: 
“ Any tax system which requ ires 2.2 
million people u nder the poverty levei to 
pay 
federal 
income 
taxes, 
yet 
allows 
.Atlantic Richfield to earn over $465 million 
between 1964 and 1967 (the non-taxable 
portion of its earnings) withou t paying one 
red cent in federal income taxes clearly 
requ ires revision . . . Imagine, gigantic 
.Atlantic Richfield paid less in federal in­ 
come la.xcs than the janitor who cleaned 
this room last night." 


Proxmire and nine other senators arc 
sponsoring an amendment which wou ld 
redu ce the depletion allowance as the in­ 
come goes u p, thu s giving a tax advantage 
to wildcatters, giving them incentive for 
exploration — which is one valid reason 
for an allowance — while requ iring "the 
major oil companies that have been enjoy­ 
ing fantastic profits to pay their fair share 
of the tax bu rden." in the words of the 
Wisconsin Democrat. 
The amendment has less a chance of 
Senate approval 
t h a n the Hou se-passed 
reform, which has the belated tacit ap­ 
proval of President Nixon, even in (he face 
of his campaign promises to strive for the 
statu s 
qu o. 
Many 
senators, 
inclu ding 
.Nebraska’s Roman Hru ska, are hesitant 
to change the law which lines the pockets of 
the oil indu stry while depriving the federal 
treasu ry of an estimated $1.3 billon per 
year in tax revenu e. It will be interesting 
to note how Sen. Hru ska and hre election 
opponents next year resolve this issu e. 


No Caus e For Rev olution 


We dou bt that the average citizen will 
complain 
as 
mu ch 
as 
Gov, 
Norbert 
Tiemann has done abou t the now official 
state tax rates for 1969-71. Those rates will 
be 2*2 per cent for the sales tax and 13 
per cent for the income tax, u p 
h and 
3 per cent respectively. 
The governor is making a big issu e 
ou t of who shou ld be setting the rates and 
how senators lou sed things u p generally in 
the fiscal area. What he shou ld be doing 
is trying to tell people what they will be 
getting for their higher tax payments. 
They will be getting better edu cation, 
better institu tions, better government and 
many other specific things. Highways are 
not a part of the above tax fu n(is, at least 
to any appreciable degree, bu t they, too, 
will be better if they hit no snag from 
federal cu tbacks. 


Local property owners will be getting 
relief on their local property tax, too, as 
a resu lt of sales and income revenu e from 
the state going back to them. The Nebraska 
Legislatu re enacted a host of programs 
and service improvements that will help 
this state tremendou sly in the fu tu re and 
it takes mo^e tax money to su pport these 
things. 
People will be better served and the 
opportu nity for a better way of life for 
all citizens will be the produ ct of these 
two tax increases. .And the rates are cer­ 
tainly not su ch as to warrant any claim 
of confiscatory. Nebraska citizens will still 
be spending iess on government than the 
citizens of most states. The new' tax rates 
are far from a cau se for any alarm and 
are lower, in fact, than it was thou ght 
they might tu rn ou t to be. 


o ther actio ns, selectiv e cuts 
in so me lo cal initiativ e pro ­ 
g rams in o rder to free up 
funds no w allo cated to less 
effectiv e pro g rams into an 
‘o ppo rtunity

ACTION: No sillier than persons who wonder the same 
thing about flagpole sitters. To urinate, the astronauts use 
a 100-inch flexible tube which terminates at an overboard 
dump-valve in the wall of the command module. Heating 
coils in the valve prevent freezing until the urine hits the 
outside air. Once in space, the free-floating cloud of ice 
particles often drifts along with the spacecraft until it 
disperses.

Mel Wood of the Federal 
Aviation Agency (FAA) has received no complaints about 
the flights and quoted one FAA spokesman as saying the 
helicopter, for example, is maintaining a safe altitude that 
would permit it to land in case of emergency. Planes lowing 
banners for advertising purposes must have special author­ 
ization to fly over the stadium, but other small planes may 
do so at will as long as 
they follow the safe altitude rule. 
Wood says these small planes are in two-way radio contact 
with the Lincoln Airport air traffic control for clearance. 
Could be the small plane pilots are jealous since the 
Huskers have such a fine aerial attack this year. Ohhh.

Rebel Rights Lawyer 
Is Forced To Resign

Washington — A leader of 
the rebellious group of civil 
rights attorneys in the Justice 
Department has been forced 
to resign after criticizing in 
open court an action by Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell. 
Gary J. Greenberg of New 
York, a 27-year-old graduate 
of the Harvard Law School, 
submitted 
his 
resignation 
Wednesday 
under 
pressure 
from Asst. Atty. Gen. Jerris 
Leonard. 
Although 
the 
department 
declined to comment on the 
development, it was learned 
that 
the 
young 
lawyer’s 
departure is linked to his 
statement Sept. 10 to the 8th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
in which he said Mitchell’s 
action in delaying desegrega­ 
tion in 30 Mississippi counties 
was indefensible. 
In argumeriits before the 
court 
in 
St. 
Louis, 
Mo., 
Greenberg pressed 
for 
an 
order to speed integration in 


an Arkansas school district. 
He was asked by one of the 
judges if he could guarantee 
t h a t if the desegregation 
order were granted, the at­ 
torney general 
would 
not 
“ pull the rug out from under 
us” by'later asking for a 
delay, as the department did 
in the Mississippi case. 
Greenberg replied that he 
considered 
the 
action 
in­ 
defensible and that virtually 
all of the lawyers in the civil 
rights division agreed with 
him. 
Leonard said Monday that 
there would be no reprisals 
against the lawyers in the 
civil 
rights 
division 
who 
complained to Mitchell about 
the Mississippi delay in a 
petition. 
Greenberg 
had 
been 
a 
leader of the dissident group. 
However, when Leonard ask­ 
ed for his resignation, he 
reportedly based his action on 
the fact that Greenberg h a d 
criticized Mitchell’s decisions 
in open court.

tracts of conwnunity action 
agencies and making sure 
t h a t 
a n t idiscrimination 
guidelines are followed. 
Rumsfeld said that he was 


conducting

housecleaning 
rather than abandoning civil 
rights. 
An aide to the director put 
it more bluntly by describing 
the division as “ a lousy, un­ 
fortunate failure.” The aide 
said the division was staffed 
by “ incompetents who cut
